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RUSSIANS DRAW THE STING FROM THE NAZI PEST 


HERE IS ONE of the huge guns taken by the Russians while chas¬ 
ing the Germans westward over the still snowy plains. Moscow an¬ 
nounced recently the launching of a giant spring offensive, re¬ 
sults of which will be known soon. One of the objects of the 


drive is to forestall an expected German drive from the Crimea 
into the rich Caucasian oilfields. Hitler in a speech last week 
admitted the preparedness of the Reds had taken him by surprise, 
and that the Nazi offensive would have to wait now until summer.

Some military experts believe that 
the snow and extreme cold alone prevented Hitler's army from cap¬ 


turing Moscow last autumn and scoring a decisive defeat over the 
Russian army. If that is the case. Hitler will no doubt try again 
this spring in a fresh campaign what he failed to do last year. 



LADY SURGEON Sofia Klitina crawled from one trench to 
another in the heat of battle and dressed the wounds of sol¬ 
diers.

THIS PONDEROUS TANK proved too much for the stout fence 
of two-foot forest logs which American army engineers confident¬ 
ly expected would trip it' up. But it flew over the obstacle like 


a steeplechasing horse taking a hurdle. The war has increasingly 
proved that bigger and better tank traps are necessary to stop 
today's heaviest tanks. And even heavier ones are contemplated. 



ANY HORSEMAN KNOWS that this line of cavalry mounts going 
over a solid stone fence is performing in splendid style. They 
are ridden by student officers undergoing training in the cav¬ 


alry school at Fort Riley, Kansas. This army post was once General 
Custer's headquarters in the Indian frontier wars, and is located 
not far from the exact geographical centre of the United States.

They are small but they carry a formidable weapon and big ships 


John D. Bulk- 
ley, amid a hail of fire from shore batteries, sank a 5,000-ton Jap 
ship in Subic Bay, thus aiding Gen. MacArthur's defence of Bataan.

He's 
seen drying it out. Next time he'll probably take the stream in low gear.
